people,  all  graduates  of  HMHS, 
will  doubtlessly  always  remem¬ 
ber  his  hearty  voice  and  his 
competent  management  of 
school  affairs  in  the  best  inter¬ 
est  of  the  student  body. 

Leaning  hack  in  the  swivel 
chair  behind  his  paper-littered 
desk,  Dieterich  remarked  dur¬ 
ing  an  interview,  “My  favor¬ 
ite  memories  of  Horace  Mann 
High  School  will  be  the  succes¬ 
ses  of  HM  graduates  as  they 
have  gone  from  the  school  to 
various  occupations  or  higher 
education.  They  have  compared 
very  favorably  with  other  high 
school  students  of  Northwest 
Missouri.” 

After  being  asked  what  he 
liked  best  about  the  school,  he 
said,  “I  have  enjoyed  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  work  with  a  fine  group 
of  boys  and  girls,  interested  in 
furthering  their  education,  and 
who  came  to  HM  from  choice. 

“Als,  the  possibility  of  devel¬ 
oping  prospective  teachers 
through  the  student  teacher 
program  has  appealed  to  me.” 
To  College  High  in  1928 

Principal  Dieterich  came  to 
the  college  campus  in  1928  to 
serve  as  principal  of  College 
High  School  and  to  be  an  in¬ 
structor  in  secondary  educa¬ 
tion. 

He  formerly  taught  athletics 
and  science  at  Marcelline  High 
School,  Moberly  High  School, 


and  Maryville  High  School. 

He  gained  his  formal  edu¬ 
cation  at  Marceline  High 
School,  located  in  his  home¬ 
town;  at  Missouri  Wesleyan 
College  in  Cameron;  and  at 
Missouri  University,  where  he 
received  his  Master’s  Degree. 
He  did  further  graduate  study 
at  Ohio  State  University. 

While  recollecting  milestones 
passed  by  the  school,  he  recall¬ 
ed  the  early  classes.  “When  I 
first  came  to  College  High 
School,  the  classes  were  held  in 
any  available  rooms  in  the  ad¬ 
ministration  building. 

“In  1935,  the  east  section  of 
the  first  floor  was  assigned  to 
Horace  Mann  classes.  Horace 
Mann  was  constructed  in  1940 
and  had  its  first  fully  qualified 
staff  of  teachers  then. 

From  85  to  210  Students 

“During  my  principalship, 
Horace  Mann  grew  from  ap¬ 
proximately  85  to  a  peak  en¬ 
rollment  of  210  in  the  upper 
four  grades.  The  laboratory 
high  school  afforded  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  education  for  boys 
and  the  girls  of  Nodaway  Coun¬ 
ty,  when  no  other  high  school 
was  available  to  them  with¬ 
out  payment  of  tuition.” 

Many  boards  and  commit- 
ees  have  found  use  ror  Dieter- 
ich’s  talents.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Missouri  State 
High  School  Activities  As¬ 
sociation  since  1931,  serving 
several  terms  as  president. 

Since  1936,  he  has  been  a 
member  of  the  National  High 


School  Football  Rules  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  principal  is  also 
a  member  of  the  National  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Six-Man  and  Touch 
Football.  He  is  president  of  the 
Missouri  Secondary  School 
Principals’  Association. 

Active  in  Civic  Work 

He  works  with  the  Nodaway 
County  Tuberculosis  Associa¬ 
tion  and  the  Nodaway  County 
School  Administration,  as  well 
as  the  Maryville  Lions’  Club. 

Coach  Burton  Richey  said 
of  Dieterich,  “During  the  past 
seven  years  I  have  'certainly 
enjoyed  my  relationship  with 
Mr.  Dieterich  and  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  work  as  a  member  of 
his  faculty. 

“Much  of  the  overall  success 
of  the  school,  and  In  my  field 
of  physical  education,  is  due 
directly  to  his  participation  and 
influence. 

“His  life-long  interest  in  var¬ 
sity  athletics  has  been  very  ev¬ 
ident  in  our  athletic  program 
and  has  been  instrumental  in 
the  successful  seasons  we  have 
enjoyed  in  the  past.  “I  believe 
the  students  in  the  school  will 
long  benefit  from  the  influence 
that  Dieterich  has  had  on  their 
lives.” 

Faculty  Praises  Dieterich 

Theodore  Weichinger,  HM 
Science  instructor,  stated,  con¬ 
cerning  HMHS  and  Dieterich. 
“Horace  Mann  High  School  will 
officially  be  cuosed  after  this 
school  year,  but  it  will  never 
be  forgotten  in  the  hearts  and 
minds  of  thousands  of  students 


and  student  teachers  who  have 
attended  classes  here. 

These  students  and  student 
teachers  will  always  remember 
the  experiences  they  had  in  the 
classrooms  of  Horace  Mann 
wherever  they  go.  They 
will  always  remember  the 
man  whose  name  is  almost 
synonymous  with  Horace  Mann 
High  School  —  H.  R.  Dieterich, 
principal. 

“Most  of  these  students  and 
student  teachers  will  learn  to 
appreciate  the  many  words  of 
wisdom  that  Dieterich  has 
passed  on  to  them. 

“And  when  the  time  comes 
for  them  to  apply  the  knowledge 
they  have  gained  here  they  will 
remember  Dieterich,  Horace 
Mann  School,  and  the  good 
times  they  had  here  a  long 
time  ago.” 

Next  fall,  Dieterich  plans  to 
teach  classes  in  secondary  ed¬ 
ucation  at  the  college  and  sup¬ 
ervise  some  off-campus  stu¬ 
dent  teachers. 

Mrs.  Twila  Atherton  Dieter¬ 
ich,  his  wife,  has  formerly 
taught  school,  and  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Shirley  Rowley,  teaches- 
the  second  grade  in  Gust  Ele¬ 
mentary  School  in  Denver, 
Colo. 

His  son,  Dr.  Herbert  R.  Diet¬ 
erich,  jr.,  is  the  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  political  science  at 
Wyoming  University,  LaTamie, 
Another  son,  John  H.  Dieter¬ 
ich,  is  a  research  forester  with 
the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  in 
Missoula,  Mont. 


Dieterich’s  leisure-time  ac¬ 
tivities  include  fishing,  garden¬ 
ing,  and  taking  in  athletic 
events.

Students  Need  Dead  Day 

I  see  that  the  students  in  an  eastern  university  have  asked 
for  a  “Dead  Day”  before  the  beginning  of  final  examination. 
While  this  might  present  many  problems,  it  seems  to  me  it 
would  be  good  to  have  such  a  day  at. NWMSC. 

Why  establish  such  a  day?  Most  students  are  aware  oi 
the  fact  that  a  great  emphasis  is  placed  upon  their  performance 
in  a  final  examination.  In  some  classes  emphasis,  in  percent¬ 
age,  is  as  much  as  three-fourth  of  a  grade.  If  the  student  were 
allowed  more  time  to  prepare  for  a  final  exam,  it  is  probable 
!  hat  his  over-all  performance  would  improve. 

Secondly,  this  “dead  day”  would  give  the  student  more  time 
•or  the  review  which  is  so  necessary  before  one  attempts  to 
study  for  such  an  examination. 

Thirdly,  some  students  have  Thursday  evening  classes  and 
ake  the  final  test  for  this  course  the  last  class  meeting.  If 
lie  final  examination  period  begins  the  next  day,  which  has 
:appened  in  the  past,  it  is  conceivable  that  student  could,  under 
lie  present  system,  have  four  final  examinations  in  a  twenty- 
our  hour  period!  Such  a  system  brings  on  frustration  and  a 
what’s  the  use”  feeling  in  the  student.  It  is  definite  that  a  stu- 
ient  could  not  put  forth  his  best  efforts  under  such  strain. 

Fourthly,  the  “deftd  day”  would  benefit  the  faculty.  They, 
:i;c  students,  need  ample  time  for  the  preparation  of  examina¬ 
tions.  Hurriedly-prepared  examinations  often  miss  Important 
items  in  class  while  with  more  time  a  professor  can  pre¬ 
pare  a  more  complete  and  comprehensive  examination. 

These  are  the  arguments  which  I  feel  favor  a  “dead  day” 
before  finals.  Do  you  agree  with  them?
